^aa Mt of tan, and fruitfully, with a aaran-oan oosrattse representing 
tha Kegro consnaiity of Dallas, 

Out of the aa seating has ccaa two dstersliutionat 

1. Racial violence, and aituationa which night provide tha esttlng for 
tuch Tiolenca, oust ba avoided at all coats In Dallaa. 

2. fella tha Cltlaana Council forvulataa and put* into afreet a 
program daa ignad to condition tha citliana of Dallas to accept 
school daaagragatlon paaoefully, both vhitaa and Negroes suet 
rafraia froa actions vhieh would tand to agitata or inflame 
members cf either race. 

Program Ala 

Tha principal aim of this conditioning prcjran is simply statedt To 
parsuada tha ci tisane cf Dallaa to conduct themselves peeeefully, in 
aecordanca vith the lav, 

Tha program doaa not adrocata deeogregatlon, it does not adrocata 
sagragatioo. Tha right of every ei titan to hold whatever parsons! opinion* 
ha chooaas ci this subject is not disputed. Tha prograaj eonflAao Itself to 
tha fact that feclarsl lav decreet that tha Dallas schools will desegregate, 
and that tha good d titan obay* tha lav. 

By vejr of contrast, through the program tha public is mads avars of thai 
■evare social and aconosde af facta on tha comaiity that raoortm to violent* 
to Mat its problems. A particular thame stressed is tha lasting harmful 
effect* on tha city' a childran whan axpoaad to Tlolanca and disordsr. 



Tho program iurther stresses that the individual who does not oboy tho 
lev, who takes hi* disagreement with the law to the atreota with brickbat a 
And clubs, it a bad citiren and lawbreaker who deaervee, *ad will receivo, tho 
condemnation of hia fellow cit liana. Ha will bo pun it bad for his act lorn* , and 
will ataad alone.

It ia a recognised fact that the majority of citizens will act in 
accordance with standard* established by thoae whoa the citizens recogaiso m 
leaders of the community. 

?roa the beginning, .ban, it waa d«emed essential to promote the eatam* 
liahmeat of a behavior patters by the upper 13 to 20 percent cf the community. 
This behavior pattern eeuid b-a established and promoted by the active coders** 
■ant of and participation in this program by all leading city group*, by eaklmg 
all leading citizens to "stand up and be counted" for law and order* 

Tho program waa literally "walked through" these groups for thai* approval 
and support . 

Aa represent stives of Dalle.*' principal opinion aolders, the executives 
of tho city's newspapers, television stations, and radio stations were c a su al- 
tad during the formative stagt of the program. Their solid support amd parti- 
cipation waa secured, and their suggest iocs and help have boon invaluable. 

Tho Dallaa Bar Association, Da Ilea County Medical Society, and Oveetar 
Dallaa Council of Churches ware aaked and readily agreed to act aa ap sama r a of 
all material prepared for distribution to the public in connection with tho 
program. 

Aa the program progressed, other leading group a have beam ashed to uao 
their influence and aet an example of good dtiscnehip for the community to 
advance tho cause of law and order.

The Houston Office maintained close contact with 
sources of Information in the racial matters field preceding 
and subsequent to opening of the new school year. In accordance 
with the Bureau's Instructions, spot surveillances were 
conducted of bombing suspects and contacts were made with 
neighborhood sources utilized in connection with bombing 
suspects. 



Por the Information of the Dallas Office, no 
Information was developed at Houston to Indicate that any 
bombing suspects or other Individuals active In the racial 
natters field were planning to travel to Dallas. It is 
noted that integration of public schools proceeded In an 
orderly manner both in Dallas, Texas, and in Houston, Texas.
